Incident Produces Three Heroes and 


Neighbors Find It Difficult to

The other sisters and brothers includ- 
ed Adam Baker. East Berlin, and Jo- 
seph W. Bakeiv Virginia.

Despite her advanced age, Miss 


Baker prior il» her last stroke, sat on 
a rocking chairj in her room, although 
she. was uable to walk about without 
aid. 
Mfeg Baker kept in touch with 


world affairs, although her sight and 
hearing were affected. Mrs. Collins 
would daily read the newspapers to 
her. 
The latter never left the side 


of her aged sister, and would keep 
vigil in a rocking chair, beside that 
of her! sister. Mrs. Collinsi has not 
slept in a bed for thei past two years. 
MisR Baker had only been critically 
ill once in her life, and' at that time 
she was confinett to bed for a period 
of several years. Miss Baker had 
been a believer in the Reformed faith 
for more than 36 years.

all time. 
No record in the annuls of 


history approaches it. It is the very 
climax of all history. Though unique 
in Its blackness, from it flows streams 
of liberty and life for all the world. 
Let every teacher have the personal 
experience of Christ's death for him, 
and then get his pupils to see that 
Christ's death was Instead of their 
own death. 


I. The Place of Crucifixion (v. 33). 
They led Him away to Calvary, a 


hill north of Jerusalem 
resembling 


a skull. 
Calvary Is the Latin word 


and Golgotha is the Hebrew. This is 
a significant name for the place where 
man's redemption was accomplished. 
The skull is an apt picture of man's 
condition as the result of sin—life 
and intelligence arc gone, leaving only i 
the dark empty cavern which once i 
contained them. Jesus was not cruci- 
fied in the city for He was to suffer 
without the gate (Heb. 13:12). 


II. 
His Companions on the Cross 


(v. 33). 


Two malefactors were crucified with 


Him. Their names ai-e not given. This 
is a fulfillment of the Scriptures. "Hi* 
was numbered with the transgressors," 
ItTsaiah 03:32). 


III. 
His Forgiving Love (v. 34). 


He cried, "Father, forgive them." 


Ue doubtless had in mind not only the 
soldiers who acted for the government, 
but the Jews who in their blindness 
were ignorant of the enormity of their 
crime. He had no hatred in His heart. 
He yearned for their salvation. 


IV. The World Revealed (vv. 3443). 
Jesus Christ on the cross is the 


supreme touchstone laying bare the 
heart of the world. 
Take a cross 


section of the world at any time since 
Christ was crucified and representa- 
tives of their classes were found 
around Jesus on the cross. The cross 
is the judgment of this world (John 
12:31). 


1. The Covetous 'v. 34). 
They 


gambled for His seamless robe right 
under the cross where He was dying. 
This represents those whose primary 
interest in Christ is a means to get 
gain. 


2. 
The Indifferent (v. 35). 
The 


people stood beholding. 
The great 


mass of the world gaze upon the cruci- 
fied Christ with stolid indifference. 


3. The Scoffers (vv. 85-39). 
(1) 


The rulers reviled Him for His claim 
to being a Savior. 
They wanted a 


Savior, but not a crucified Savior. 
Many today are religious, but haye 
only contempt for a salvation which 
centers in a blood atonement. (2) The 
soldiers reviled Him for claiming to be 
a king. The title, "King of the Jews" 
hart been placed over him in bitter 
irony, but it was true, for by right of 
the Davidic covenant He sluill be King 
over Israel (II Samuel 7:8-16). (3) The 
Impenitent Thief (v. 39). This brutal 
man joins in reviling the Savior even 
when he was under condemnation. 


4. The Penitent (vv. 40-43). 
The 


conscious sinner who discerned the 
heart of the Savior prayed for mercy. 
The salvation of this penitent thief is 
a remarkable picture of the saving 
power of Christ. The man confessed 
his sin as against God and cried to 
Jesus for salvation. 
He saw tlint the 


dying man was Hie forgiving God. The 
fact that he acknowledged his sin as 
against God showed that lie was peni- 
tent. His request for Christ to remem- 
ber him when He came into His king- 
dom shows that lie recognized that the 
one who w:,s dying on the cross was 
making atonement for sin and that 
be would come to reign as King. Ilia 
salvation was immediate. Christ said, 
"Today shall thnu be with me in 
paradise.' 


V. The Death of Christ (vv. 40-4t>). 
So shocking was the crime that na- 


ture threw around tlie Son of God a 
shroud to liiclc Him from the Godless 
crowd. Darkness was upon the land 
at noonclny. 
Whon tlie price of sin 


was paid HP cried with a loud voice 
showing that He still lirul vitalily— 
that His death was not through ex- 
haustion but by His sovereign will.
